The Federal parliament opened 
Thursday, Feb. 20th under beautiful 
weather conditions. The setting was 
perfection to the highest degree. In 
the air, there is the touch of spring 
yesplendent in sunshine. 6 7t des- 
pite the softness of the weather, 
Parliament Hill is well covered with 
snow. 

Preceded by a cavalry escort from 
the Princess Louise Dragoon Guards 
in full dress and bearing their pin- 
noned lances, the Governor-General 
arrived before the main door of the 
House of Commons shortly before 8 
o'clock. As His Excellency alighted 
from his vice-regal carriage to open 
the fourth session of Canada’s 
sixteenth parliament, the first of 19 
guns boomed out the royal salute. 
At the sound of the first gun the 
guard of honor presented arms, The> 
band played the National Anthem, 
and at the conclusion of the salute 


the vice-regal party entered the 
building. 

The prime minister, Hon. R. B. 
Bennett, Conservative leader, and 


fobert Gardiner, U. F,. A. leader, 
paid tribute to the late Hon, J. A. 
Robb, minister of finance, and G. D. 
Morin, Liberal, Bagot, who died 
since prorogation in June last. 
Official ceremonies extended over 
one and one-half hours, followed by 
receptions tendered by the speakers 
of both houses. The Commons will 
not meet again until Monday. 
Speech From The Throne 
Ottawa, Feb, 2.—(C.P.)—The text 
the speech from the throne is: 
Honorable members of the senate. 
Members of the house of commons. 
It affords me much pleasure to 
greet you at the commencement of 
another session of parliament, and 
to be able to congratulate you upon 
the continued prosperity of the 
country. The year 1929 was the 
most productive year in the history 
ef Canada. In the industries, other 
than agriculture, employment reach- 
ed the highest point on record. New 
construction was the largest known, 
Mining production was of unequall- 
value. Manufacturing produc- 
tion surpassed all previous records. 
There were vast increases in the de- 
velopment of hydro-electric power. 
The products of our fields and our 
herds reached higher standards of 
xcellence and quality than at any 
previous time. The Dominion is al- 
ready recovering from the seasonal 
slackness evident at the end of the 
year, and it is not to be forgotten

Shows Marked Increase 

Our trade with foreign countries 
has shown marked increase. During 
the year additional trade commis- 
sioner offices have been opened in 
several countries and additional 
steamship services inaugurated to 
Australia and South America. Tend- 
ers have been called for proposed ex- 
tensions of steamship services to 
India and Britsh East Africa. 

Our two ‘railway systems have 
carried out extensive construction 
and development plans and are con- 
templating further construction and 
developments. 

The final section of the 
Bay railway has been completed. 
The construction of the Welland 
ship canal is new nearing comple- 
tion. On the opening of the new 
canal, the upper lake grain carriers 
will be all able to reach Lake Ontario 
and uprer St. Lawrence ports. The 
work of providing suitable terminals 
is proceeding. 

Legislation will be introduced re- 
specting the several railway proper- 
formerly privately owned and 
now embraced in the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways system. 

For some time past my ministers 
have been giving special attention 
to those problems which, for many

years have been a source of con- 
trove between the provinces of 
Canada and the Dominion. Among 


matters of concern have been cer- 
tain economic and final readjust- 
ments deemed by the provinces es- 
ential to their being placed in a 


position of equality one with the 
other. To a greater or lesser ex- 
tent problems have arisen with re- 


spect to all the provinces of Can- 
ada, Those of the maritime prov- 
inces were investigated by the royal 
commission on maritime claims and 
have been in large part solved by the 
effect given to the recommendations 
of that body. Consideration is at 
present being given to the final re- 
vision of the financial arrangements 
contemplated by the commission's 
report. 
Natural Resources 

The provinces of Manitoba, 

Saskatchewan and Alberta have 


negotiated for many years with the 


governments of Canada for the re- 
turn of their natural resources. The 
province of British Columbia has 
sought the restoration to the prov- 
ince of lands comprising what is 
known as the railway belt and Peace 
River block. With the provinces of 
Manitoba and Alberta and with the 
province of British Columbia agree- 
ments have been reached, which will 
be submitted to you for approval. 
An offer similar in character and 
terms to that accepted by Alberta 
has been made to Saskatchewan with 
respect to the transfer to that prov- 
ince of its natural resources, 

The provinces of Ontario and Que- 
bee have heen over the 
question of water powers in their re- 
lation to navigation it having be- 
come apparent, through a reference 
to the supreme court, that this ques-

tion cannot readily be settled by 
judicial determination, a solution 
has been sought by conference, 
which it is hoped will lead to a

More of outstanding 
business, agriculture and_ scientific 
experience have been appointed to 
administer the Canada Grain Act. 
A bill will be presented for the con- 
solidation of the Canada Grain Act, 
in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the standing committees of 
the house of commons on agriculture 
at the last session, 

At the September meeting of the 
Assembly of the League of Nations, 
the optional clause of the statute of 
the permanent court, providing for 
the submission of justifiable dis- 
putes to arbitration, was signed on 
behalf of Canada and all the other 
nations of the British 


common- 
wealth. It will be submitted for 
your approval, 

In accordance with the recom- 


mendations of the imperial confer- 
ence was held in London during the 
past autumn to consider and report 
on certain phases of the operation of 
dominion legislation and merchant 
shipping. The report of this con- 
ference will be submitted. 
Imperial Conference 

In the summer of last year an in- 
vitation was extended by His 
Majesty’s governments in Canada to 
all His Majesty's other governments 
to participate in an imperial econ- 
omic conference in Canada at the 
earliest possible date. It was found 
that the convenience of the majority 
of the governments could best be 
met by an arrangement to hold the 
imperial economic conference along 
with the imperial conference in Lon- 
don in the early autumn of the pres 
ent year. This has accordingly been 
arranged.

Sixty-five farmers of Ardenville 
and the surrounding district were 
present at a Wheat Pool meeting 
held in the Ardenville School House 
on Monday night, when several re- 
presentatives of the Pool were pres- 
ent and spoke in the interests of the 
Wheat Pool.
